Catholics Are Much Interested in 


the First That Has Been Cele- 
brated Since the Accession of 
Pope Pius X

•WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.— In 


Roman Catholic circles here much in- 
terest is felt in the public consistory 
in Rome today, the first since the ele- 
vation of Pius X. to the chair of St. 
Peter. It has been, reported that an- 
nouncement -will be made at the con- 
sistory of the appointment of Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia as a 
Cardinal, but in well informed circles 
here the truth of this rumor is doubt- 
ed.'It is regarded as more likely that 
only two Cardinals will be named— 
Monsigner Merry del Val, as the in- 
evitable result of his appointment as 
Papal Secretary of State, and Mon- 
slgnor Callegaria, Archbishop of Padua 
owing to the old friendship and af- 
fection between him and the Pope. 


At the .same'time .there is reason 


to believe that the elevation of Arch- 
bishop Ryan will not long .be delayed. 
It is that soon after his election Pope 
Pius had extended audiance with Car- 
dinal Gibbons, in the course of which 
he asked the Cardinal if htj would 'not 
advise 
the 
appointment of another 


Cardinal in the United" States. Cardi- 
nal Gibbons immediatly brought to 
the 
Pope's 
attention 
the name of 


Archbishop Ryan, and the Pope then 
decided, it is said, to raise the Arch- 
oichop to the Sacre College. 


If, as has been reported, Archbishop 


Ryan is now a Cardinal in petto his 
appointment 
would 
necessarily 
be 


publicly announced at the consistory 
today. 
If such is not the case, how- 


ever, it may "be taken for granted 
that his elevation will be delayed an- 
other year and possibly longer. Little 
doubt is expressed that the honor will 
be his sooner or later.

others being- Cardinal Gibbons of Bal- 
timore and the late Cardinal McClos- 
key of New Yoi'k.

THE CANADIAN QUESTION

REDRICK J. MEREDITH, K. C., of Montreal, speak- 


ing at. the banquet of the Vermont Bar association, 


said that while Canadians were not entirely satisfied with 
the decision of the arbitration commission in the Alaskan 
.boundary case, What criticism he had heard or read in 
Canada was directed against the Canada authorities not 
against the United States. He also said that the disap- 


• • • porntment over the decision felt in Canada -was tempered 


by the fact that the territory Canada hoped to acquire 


. remained in. the hands of friends, not enemies; ' 


1(In some sections of the dominion there is hard feeling: 


aguin'st the United States. Algernon Sartorls, grand-son 
of General GramV.who has. a summer residence near Tor- 
onto, is being severely criticized for his '-remarks in con- 
nection with the case and threatened with rough usage if 
he goes to Toronto. He has said: 
'••'•' 


"I believe, and have always been taught,' that Canada 


.is by right a part of the United States, arid will toe some 


:day, by force or favor. What does England care for her 
colony here? She has just shown that feeling, and Can- 
adians admit it. The United States must have the' domin- 
ion some day, and it might as well take it now. Could 
they take it? I have heard the question discussed ar- 
dently among army officers of the republic. Of course 
they know the Canadians will fight, but the Americans 
think they -\yould be convinced of the advantage they 
were to derive from being, made a free people — part of the 


• greatest republic in the world."

.On the other hand some Canadian papers are' openly 


talking of secession from England, and that the end means 
annexation to the United States, for the population and 
resources of Canada are not great enough to warrant the 
belief that she can maintain a separate existence. The 
Halifax Chronicle, the leading- .supporter of the Liberal '. 
.party in the Maritime provinces says: 


"This Alaska episode has made it clear that our exis- 


ting relations to the empire cannot be continued much 
.longer. 
"We are even now at the parting of the ways. 


Our subordinate position has been so clearly and so hu- 
millatingly revealed that it must speedily become utterly 
un endurable. 


The Chronicle adds that there are now only two courses 


open for Canada — complete legislative independence -with- 
•in the empire, acknowledging the soverignty of the king- 
.of England alone, or the status of an independent nation. 
The paper says there Is much to commend the -latter step 
in particular, because it would free Canada from the dan- 
ger of ever being embroiled with the United States-on ac- 


count of its European connection, and at the same time 
would secure for the, dominion the benefit of the protec- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine.

The entire boundary dispute was over Canada's claim 


'to territory that was never considered valuable until 
Americans had discovered gold there. From'; the time <pf 
Russia's 'earliest possession until the Klondike discover- 
ies no question was raised over the boundaries. 
Nothing. 


has been given to the United States. Canada has failed 
to secure what she claimed. If she wants larger owner- 
ship she must become a part of 'the Unite States, and that, 
in the minds of many well informed men is the ultimate 
"destiny of the dominion.

The Veteran Journalist Suddenly 


Called from Life to Eternity, 
After a Newspaper Career That 
Might Weil be Envied 


Alf Doten, the veteran editor, was 


found dead_ in bed yesterday after- 
noon in Carson. 
While life was ex- 


tinct the body was still warm 
Old 


age and general debility are believed 
to have been the cause of his death 


Tne deceased is survived by a •wid- 


ow, two sons and a daughter of this 
city and a daughter who resides near 
San Jose. 


The News has the following to say 


of his life and works. 
« 


Alf Doten was a nativ,3 of Plymouth, 


Mass,. -where he was born July 21, 
1829, his parents being full direct de- 
scendants of the Pilgrim Fathers. In 
the earlier part of his life "he attended 
school, served an apprenticeship as i 
carpenter, went one 'summer to the 
Grand Banks of New Foundland, cod- 
fishing, and finally shipping as a boy 
tar, sailed In 1849, March 18th, for 
California. 


He arrived in San Francisco Octo- 


ber 2d of that year, where he remain- 
ed about one monthvand then started 
for the gold fields. He visited Wood's 
Creek, and -was one of the first at 
Shaw's Flat (December 25, 1849,) and 
eventually workeS In all the principal 
diggings in the southern and cential 
mines. 
In the spring of ,1850 he vis- 


ited the 
northern mines', prospected 


Doten's Bar, on the north fork of the 
American river, and for six years re- 
mained in the pursuit of wealth as 
a'placer gold miner. 


In June, 1863, he first visited Nevada, 


and located in Como, about 'eighteen 
miles southwest from Virginia City, 
•where he tried carpentei ing, and then 
mining, neither of which paid. While 
at Como, Mr. Doten wrote letters to 
various newspapers, Including the Co- 
mo Sentinel and Virginia Daily Union, 
the vigor and compass of which led 
the proprietors of the latter to secure 
his services as a local editor. He en- 
tei ed upon duty in that office in De- 
cembei, 1864, where he remained as 
local editor for about one and one-half 
yeais His next engagement •was with 
the Tenitorial Enterprise 
for 
the 


same length of time, after which he 
was managing editor of the Gold Hill 
Dally News. 


In 1874, July 24, he was man-led in 


an open boat out on the waters of 
Lake Tahoe. 


Alf Doten was a hearty genial all- 


souled character that it did one good 
to shake hands with.

for Winter "Floods and Good 
Prices for Spuds and Onions, 
So We Are Forewarned

Very few weather 


sharps have the courage to make a 
forecast of winter weather. 
The old- 


est inhabitants havje made so many 
mistakes when they went on record 
in November with a winter forecast, 
that they have become very timid in 
the fall, and when you ask them about! 
what kind of a winter we are going j 
to have they shake their heads and] 
look wise 
The next 
spring 
they] 


bluster up and say, "I told you we 
were going to have exactly such 
a 


winter as we have just had." 
That 


kind of a forecast requires very little 
skill and no courage whatever. What 
the people want is something more 
tangible. 


The weather sharps in the employ 


of the government do not forecast the 
•weather accurately much. more..than 
fifty per cent of their predictions and! 
that is only for twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours ahead. We have been fore- 
casting winter weather for the past 
forty years and think the percentage, 
of correct forecasts are as large (asj 
that made by the signal service, ana 
theirs is for only 36 hours ahead, while 
ours Is from three to four months' 
ahead. 


The winter of 1903-4 will be a -yvefi 


one on the Pacific coast with thd 
temperature probably above the noi- 
mal, 
Be prepared for winter floods > 


This, of course, means plenty of snow 
on the higher altitudes. 
If this pre- 


diction is verified look out for a boomi 
in the price of potatoes and onions. 


We get a good deal of our climate 


by wire, rail and cable and the recent 
extensive cable laying in the Pacific 
ocean with their connection with dis- 
tant points, makes it more than prob- 
able that we are going to have a win- 
ter that will mystify the old-timers i 
But our prediction takes all this into 
consideration, together with close ob- 
servations extending over a period of 
43 years and a little inspiiation from 
the mysterious forces in nature which 
science knows nothing about.
